oupied the position than they had again to fight 
might and main to retain possession of it. 
With s couragesnd dogged determination which 
has rerely bes sean among Chinese troops, Liu 
Ming-chuan’s forces roturned to the attack, and 
it was only after a most stubborn fight that they 
were drivan bagk.agnin. Still all was not over;. 
ufter giving his troops time to recover, General 
Lin rallied them once more for inother attempt, 
to retake thoir lost positions, and the men an; 
awered to the call with a fierce and 1 
sustained onslanglit upon the French. Thay 
were mot with the eame determination as before, 
and after a protracted conflict they were again 
compelled to retreat. Still the Chinese Com- 
mander did not despair, and again his braves 
made a further effort to dislodge the handfal 
of French troopa which had -ousted them 
from tho hills, but only to,be driven back 
for the third time. This ended the fighting, 
which ‘lasted altogether forty-eight hours, and 
Goneral Lin Ming-chnan withdrew with his baat- 
én forces to the noxt range of hills inland, leav- 
ing tho French tho possoszore of ono of the hard- 
ext won positions they liare yet gained, The 
slaughter was heavy on both sides, particularly 
on that of the Chineso. Tho returns givan must 
be taken for what they aro worth, being merely 
entimates, but the Chinese loss is reported to be 
not much pnder 2,000, and that of the French 
about 200 mon. 2 . 

Tt seoms pretty cortain now that, until Admiral 
Conrbet has been considerably reinforoad, there 
will be no attempt mado to osptaro Tamani, and 
no further offensive’ measures taken by the 
French.
